SELECTION OF DAM 
SITE SOON LIKELY 
BY U.S. ENGINEERS 


Data Obtained in Friday’s 
Hearing Will Be Studied 
By Army Officers 








On the basis cf evidence obtain- 
ed at Friday’s hearing and pre- 
vious study, U. S. army engineers 
will decide on a site for the pre- 
posed flood control dam in San 
Antonio canyon wash. 

The federal engineers said very 
little at the hearing held in the 
Chaffey junior college auditoriun, 





Friday. With the terse statement | 


that the evidence would be con- 
sidered, the public hearing was 
closed Friday afternoon. 

Many informal statements were 
made during the afternoon ses- 


sion. In the morning session, how- | 


ever, San Bernardino county engi- 
neers and others presented prepar- 
ed statements and figures favoring 
the site just north of Foothill bou- 
levard for the dam, 

A shorthand reporter recorded 
all the statements. This evidence 
will be studied and as soon as pos- 
sible a decision will be announced 
concerning the project. In the 
meantime a federal allotment ot 
more than $1,000,000 remains 
available for preliminary work on 
the project. 

That the dam and flood contro 
project will be placed somewhere 
in the San Antonio canyon wash 


appears certain, the only question | 


being as to the site and detailed 
working plans. The protest from 
residents in this county and the 
public hearing will not jeopardize 
the undertaking, it was indicated. 

The army engineers have tenta- 
tively selected a site for the dam 
between Twenty - second and 
Twenty-third streets. An alternate 
site in the wash just north ot 
Foothill boulevard is favored, 
by the engineers from this county,

Don't let anyone tell you there's 
nothing worth seeing up at the 
big fair on Treasure Island, San

There's plenty to see—and it’s 
worth going to. see and_ staying 
several days in order to get it all. 

Mrs. Guy and I were members 
of a party of newspaper men and 
their wives invited to visit .. the 
world's fair as guests of the expo- 
sition. A number of San Francis- 
co hotels joined the exposition 
authorities in extending courtesies 
to the large number in the news- 
paper party—and the greater part 


| of three days was spent seeing tho 
}many wonderful displays and ex- 
| hibits on the grounds, 


ON 400 ACRES 

As you may already know, 
there are 400 acres included in the 
man-made island on which the ex- 
position is being held. Some ot 
the buildings are built for per- 
manence, as the island will be used 
as an air base by Uncle Sam after 


;the fair closes. 


In order to get to the island it 
is necessary to drive over the big 
new bridge or go across on the 
ferry—-and there has been much 
complaint on account of the extra 
expense entailed in going to and 
returning from the island each 
day. The charge for driving a car 
over the bridge has now been re- 
duced from 50c to 40c and there 
ig also a 50c charge for parking 
on the island. I believe there is 
also a charge of 5c per person for 
each pasenger over four. The oth- 
er way to go—and which in most 
cages is the cheapest und causes 
less inconvenience—is to go by 
street car and ferry. This costs 
15c per person each way—S5e on 
the car to or from the ferry and 
10c for the ferry trip across the 
water. 

BEST AT NIGHT 

The exposition grounds are at 
their best at night, when the 
lighting effects are nothing short 
of marvelous and_ unbelievably 
beautiful. Centering the expost- 
tion grounds ig the tower of the 
sun, to which all avenues and 
streets seem to lead. There are 
lagoons, patios, trees, flowens, 
shrubs, buildings—all beautified as 
a bewitching fairyland that must 
be seen to be appreciated. 

Most of the states and a num- 
ber of foreign countries have 
buildings in which are housed 
magnificent displays, the lighting 
also adding to their beauty, There 
are plenty of places to eat on the 
grounds—-from the many stands 
where sandwiches and others eats 
are sold to the excellent cafes 
where a full meal can be purchas- 
ed, the customary price at the 
latter being a dollar for dinner. 

There are trips to be made over 
the exposition grounds by the “ele- 
phant trains” at a small expense, 
while if one is troubled with tired 
or sore feet he may ride ina 
wheel chair pushed by a young 
man, These are numerous and 
the charge is a dollar per nour 
per person, The boys in charge of 
thase take their customers 
through all the buildings and ex- 
plain all the displays. This is the 
most comfortable way to gee the 
exposition.
